You asked my opinion of the war. I, 


f course, in common with the whole army,

The masses of the people are having a 
reat influence upon the conduct of this 


war, as much so aa upon any ever fought ; 
nd upon what the people think now, and 
pon what they will ba led to think, de- 
ends in a great measure tha issue of the 
onflict. 
Unfortunately for tha north, it has two 
arties ; while I know that most of the un- 
on sentiment at the south is but a humbug. 
'he south is united, while a positive and 
egative element prevails at the north. — 
'he one is for a vigorous prosecution of the 
ar, for hurting the rebels whenever they 
an be hurt, and in the end subduing them 
t any cost. As a counter current, contin- 
ually setting back against the true patriot 
lament, and doing our cauaa incalculable 
njury, is a filthy Tory stream of tha cor- 
upt and corruptive of the democratic party. 
And this is a hugher evil than many imag- 
ne. A war man, who wishes every poasi- 
lie means used to crush the rebellion, ex- 
iresses his dissatisfaction at a want of en- 
irgy in this department, or the imbecility 
ir treason of a commandant in that depart- 
ment ; and thus our warmest friends have 


erhaps just cause for complaint, and this 
complaint gives a class of tories a nucleus 
upon which to build public diasention, Our 
enemies are not at all dissatisfied with the 
way the war is carried on. It gives them 
00 good a chauca to disguise their sytnpa 
by with rebellion,. cloaking their hypocrisy 
with peace-harping, basing it upon a pre 
ended sympathy for our men in the field. 
They don't cara a fig for us, and as long as 
they can keep their own BODS from enlisting, 
cheat Uncle Sam out of their taxes, and 
suffer no inconvenience from the war, they 
are content to sit in the corners and growl, 
wishing the Union in tophet, and willing 
;o trust their hearts in the fungs of the con- 
federacy. 


What will result from this howl of home 


iraitors is yet to be known. It is treason, 
and may die in its traitor spawn ; or a loose 
conduct of this war, influenced by the curs 
ed machinations of traitors, may nourish 
its now sickly growth into a fearful enemy.
